General Nieolae Radescu, the last legal Prine Minister of Sunania, has been 
persecuted by both the Fascist and Conenniist Rumanian regtaes. During the Geman 
occupation of his country, he was interned in a concentration oaap because of his 
protests against . German activi-^ In Rumania, .appointed Prism Minister in Deoesiber 
1944» he was dismissed from this office in February 1945» foUoving pressure by 
Vishittsld on the King; the Groza reglBm:;then came Into pouer.^ Ese^lng from 
Rumania in June 1948, Radescu made his way to western Buropa, where he becams a 
leader of the Rumaxxian political emigration. 

tbs central figure in the lengthy and cosplicated maneuvers leading vp to the 
formation in May 1949 of the Rumanian National Cosmilttee, of which he assumed the 
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presidency. General Radasou was reported In 194^ to be c^arently nore and more 
viUlng tc^rk vith persona vbose motives were open to question; vis* Davila, 

Tilea, and Nlcolae Halaxa. The latter, a wealthy Rumanian industrialist, allegedly 
the chief pro-Nasl agent In Rmanla un^r King Carol, and afterward one of the chief 
snstalners of the Iron Guard, was said to be worldng in close contact with Rumanian 
Comnuni8tB»2/ Halaxa, lives in New fork, repoirtedly stated in November 1948 that 
he was subsidising General Radescu to the extent of $5000 monthly*^ It was reported 
in September 1949 that Radescu bad admitted to the Rumanian National Conmittee that 
he was subsidized by Malaxa and that the Coeimlttee had asked Radescu to cease any 
relations, political or financial, with Malaxa,^/ According to Adriana Georgsseu- 
Cosmorici, a seoretazy to Radescu when he was Prime Minister, Malaxa terminated his 
financial support in October 1949 eo that idiUe Radescu is President of the Romanian 
National Committee, lack of fu^ renders him completely without power 

The Comittee has come to be the scene of heated oontroversles and enmitlBs among 
its members, and it has been feared that the Cammittee would split into two grovpB 
headed by former Foreign Minister Viaoianu and former Mtnister to Turkey, Crstziana, 
on one aide, and General Radescu on the other* It is the contention of the s^call^ 
political grovqp as represented by the two former ministers that Radeeca aims to eet 
up an authoritarian goverzussnt oooposed of military men and others without political 
eSperienoe*^ (Badeaou ie the founder and director of the * Democratic Doion of Free 
Rumanian^ which is made up of Hberale, former socialiets, and Iron Guardiete, and 
in general he is said to have the backi^ of the Rumanian military class in exile «2/} 
Radescu, in turn, has charged that Cretzianu has arbitrarily handled a secret Foreign 
Office fund that was deposited In dultserlend by the Rumanian Gove rnm ent which 
Cretzianu allegedly refuse e to place at the disposal of the Ccannittee. Radeaou 
contends that the political parties care nothing to support the resistanoe in Rumania 
and to aid Ronanian emigrants*^ Mbb* Georgescu-Cosaovici expressed the opinion 
that, bound together by the "money power* welded by Cretzianu, the National Peasant 
Party is using its representatives abroad to undermine Radescu*^ 

Since Viaoianu and Cretzianu are fierce opponente of Radescu and cooperate with 
the National Beaaants, the former Rumanian Frl» Minister ooneequently had but two 
supporters in the National Cosmiittee* He therefore has propagandized for an enlarge- 
ment of the National Coimittea so as to submerge Miat be terms the "hostile*’ majority, 
repeating his charges that Cretzianu and Visoianu wished to oust him as president 
and control the Coomittee; in this respect he has attacked Augustin Popa and Virgil 
Venlasdn (National Peasant leaders) as being under the ix^luenoe of the former 
Ministers. Radescu is said to believe that enlarging the membership of ttm National 
Committee would compel Cretzianu and Visoianu to surrender the secret Foreign Office 
fund to the Committee so as to permit widespread distributions to Rumanian exiles.^ 

In summary, a recent report attributes the breakdown in the activities in the 
Rumanian National Committee to these two factors t (l) the unanimous attitude of 
hdstUity against General Radescu which has resulted in the desirs of tha majority 
of the members that he retire, and Radescu' s subsequent refusal to do so, and (2) the 
refusal of the majority of Committee members to enlarge the National Comittee as 
requested by Radescu.^/ 

Radescu has been characterized as well-intentioned but old and "naive" by King 
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Hlchaol, who more than once has evidenoed concern over Rads ecu's actions and espeoially 
his insistenoe that Davila and Tilsa be included in any Ibaanlan Rational CoBmlttee, 

The King also is reported to have critidaed Radescu' s plan for establishing a oosw 
prebensive union representative of all types of Rusanlsn emigres, including former 
fascists. j,Q/ He has further stated that the former Prime Minister nov seems to have 
forgotten that a short time ago he had been oniy a "oasbiered Aroiy Colonel" and has 
^^^instead developed delusiona of grandeur *21/ One report maintains that Michael insieted 
Vieoianu tlieik'te accept the presldenoy of the Rumanian Rational Coaciittae, but 
Visoianu reportediy advised the King that it would be better to appoint Radeecu 
Honorary President so as to give new proof of Royal leniency.12/ 

In the fall of 1949, Radescu vent to Paris reportedly with the intention of 
suianoning a " congress of Rumanian personaTities in order to secure a mandate for the 
formation of a new Rumanian National CooBDit'ee that would support his views. He is 
said to have decided, however, not to oonvoSoe his "congress^ following the receipt 
of a message from Kl^ Michael instructing him to come to an agreement with the 
members of the present ConsDittee . 12 / ^ ncre recent report states that Radescu has 
quit the Committee and has begun to organise another National Conanlttee with the 
Liberal Party, the Eftlmie Gherman Socialist faction, and other personalities ihat 
are not members of the three main parties*. He is also said to be trying to enlist 
the cooperation of dissident National Peasant group under the leadership of (fnu) 
Crehon.2/
